SUPERSEDING INFORMATION 


The United States charges that: 


COUNT ONE 


On or about June 27, 2018^ within the Eastern District of Missouri, defendant, 

Bailey Colletta, 

while under oath and testifying in a proceeding before a Grand Jury of the United States in the 
Eastern District of Missouri, knowingly did make a false material declaration, that is to say; 

(1) At the time and place aforesaid, the grand jury was conducting an investigation to 
determine whether, among others, violations of Title 18, United States Code, Section 
242, had been committed, and to identify the persons who had committed or caused the 
commission of such violations. 

(2) It was material to the said investigation that the grand jury determine the manner in 
which L.H., an undercover officer taken into custody by his fellow officers of the St. 
Louis Metropolitan Police Department, was taken to the ground and whether 
unreasonable force was used on L.H. 

(3) At the time and place alleged, defendant Bailey Colletta, appearing as a witness under 
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oath at a proceeding before the grand jury knowingly made the following declaration in 
response to questions with respect to the material matter alleged in paragraph (2) as 
follows: 

“From his neck down, from what I saw, he was brought to the ground very gently. ” 

(4) The aforesaid testimony of defendant Bailey Colletta was false, as she then and there 
well knew that there was nothing gentle about the way in which L.H. was brought to the 
ground. 

All in violation of Title 18, United States Code, Section 1623(a).
